I. —  Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  Me. 

II. —  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image,  or  any  likeness  of 
any  thing  that  is  in  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in 
the  water  under  the  earth :  thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor  serve 
them :  for  I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the 
fathers  upon  the  children  unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  them  that 
hate  Me;  and  showing  mercy  unto  thousands  of  them  that  love  Me,  and  keep 
My  commandments.

GOD  spake  all  these  words,  saying,  1  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  which  have  brought  thee 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the  house  of  bondage. 

I. — Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  Me. 

II. — Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image,  or  any  likeness  of  any  thing 
that  is  in  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in  the  water  under 
the  earth :  thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor  serve  them :  for  I  the  Lord 
thy  God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children  unto 
the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  them  that  hate  Me  ;  and  showing  mercy  unto  thou- 
sands of  them  that  love  Me,  and  keep  My  commandments.

This  is  the  first  and 
great  commandment.  And  the  second  is  like  unto  it :  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor 
as  thyself.     On  these  two  commandments  hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets.

4  For  thou  art  not  a  God  that  hath  pleasure  in  wickedness  : 

neither  shall  evil  divell  with  thee. 

5  The  foolish  shall  not  stand  in  thy  sight : 

Thou  hatest  all  workers  of  iniquity. 

6  Thou  shalt  destroy  them  that  speak  leasing : 

The  Lord  will  abhor  the  Uoody  and  deceitful  man. 

7  But  as  for  me,  I  will  come  into  thy  house  in  the  multitude  of  thy  mercy 

And  in  thy  fear  tvill  I  worship  toward  thy  holy  temple. 
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8  Lead  me,  0  Loed,  in  thy  righteousness,  because  of  mine  enemies  : 

MaJce  thy  way  straight  before  my  face. 

9  For  there  is  no  faithfulness  in  their  mouth  ;  their  inward  part  is  very  wickedness. 

Their  throat  is  an  open  sepulchre  ;  they  flatter  with  their  tongue. 

10  Destroy  thou  them,  0  God ;  let  them  fall  by  their  own  counsels  ; 

Cast  them  out  in  the  multitude  of  their  transgressions  ;  for  they  have 
rebelled  against  thee. 

11  (  But  let  all  those  that  put  their  trust  in  thee  rejoice  : 

\  Let  them  ever  shout  for  joy,  because  thou  defendest  them  : 
Let  them  also  that  love  thy  name  be  joyful  in  thee. 

12  For  thou,  Lord,  wilt  bless  the  righteous  ; 

With  favour  wilt  thou  compass  him  as  with  a  shield.

(  A  LORD  our  Lord, 

(  Vy  How  excellent  is  thy  name  in  all  the  earth  ! 
Who  hast  set  thy  glory  above  the  heavens. 

2  (  Out  of  the  mouth  of  babes  and  sucklings  hast  thou  ordained  strength, 
(  Because  of  thine  enemies, 

That  thou  mightest  still  the  enemy  and  the  avenger. 

3  When  I  consider  thy  heavens,  the  work  of  thy  fingers, 

The  moon  and  the  stars,  which  thou  hast  ordained  ; 

4  What  is  man,  that  thou  art  mindful  of  him  ? 

And  the  son  of  man,  that  thou  visitest  him  f 

5  For  thou  hast  made  him  a  little  lower  than  the  angels. 

And  hast  crowned  him  with  glory  and  honour. 

6  Thou  madest  him  to  have  dominion  over  the  works  of  thy  hands ; 

Thou  hast  put  all  things  under  his  feet : 

7  All  sheep  and  oxen, 

Yea,  and  the  beasts  of  the  field  ; 

8  The  fowl  of  the  air,  and  the  fish  of  the  sea, 

And  whatsoever  passeth  through  the  paths  of  the  seas. 

9  0  Lord,  our  Lord, 

How  excellent  is  thy  name  in  all  the  earth  ! 
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Psalm  IX. 

WILL  praise  thee,  0  Lord,  with  my  whole  heart  j 
I  mil  shew  forth  all  thy  marvellous  ivorJcs. 
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2  I  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  thee : 

I  iriU  sing  praise  to  thy  7iame,  0  thou  Most  High. 

3  When  mine  enemies  are  turned  back, 

They  shall  fall  and  perish  at  thy  presence. 

4  For  thou  hast  maintained  my  right  and  my  cause  ; 

Thou  satest  in  the  throne  judging  right. 

5  Thou  hast  rebuked  the  heathen,  thou  hast  destroyed  the  wicked, 

Thou  hast  put  out  their  name  for  ever  and  ever. 

6  0  thou  enemy,  destructions  are  come  to  a  perpetual  end : 

And  thou  hast  destroyed  cities  ;  their  memorial  is  perished  with  them. 

7  But  the  Lord  shall  endure  for  ever ; 

He  hath  prepared  his  throne  for  judgment. 

8  And  he  shall  judge  the  world  in  righteousness, 

He  shall  minister  judgment  to  the  people  in  uprightness. 

9  The  Lord  also  will  be  a  refuge  for  the  oppressed, 

A  refuge  in  times  of  trouble. 

10  And  they  that  know  thy  name  will  put  their  trust  in  thee  : 

For  thou,  Lord,  hast  not  forsaJcen  them  that  seek  thee. 

11  Sing  praises  to  the  Lord,  which  dwelleth  in  Zion  : 

Declare  among  the  people  his  doings. 

12  When  he  maketh  inquisition  for  blood,  he  remembereth  them  : 

He  forgetteth  not  the  cry  of  the  humble. 

13  Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  Lord  ;  consider  my  trouble  which  I  suflFer  of  them 

that  hate  me, 
Thou  that  liftest  me  up  from  the  gates  of  death  : 

14  That  I  may  shew  forth  all  thy  praise  in  the  gates  of  the  daughter  of  Zion : 

I  will  rejoice  in  thy  salvation. 

15  The  heathen  are  sunk  down  in  the  pit  that  they  made  : 

In  the  net  which  they  hid  is  their  oivn  foot  taken. 

16  The  Lord  is  known  by  the  judgment  which  he  executeth : 

The  ivicked  is  snared  in  the  ivork  of  his  oivn  hands. 

17  The  wicked  shall  be  turned  into  hell, 

And  all  the  nations  that  forget  God. 

18  For  the  needy  shall  not  always  be  forgotten  : 

The  expectation  of  the  poor  shall  not  perish  for  ever. 

19  Arise,  0  Lord  ;  let  not  man  prevail : 

Let  the  heathen  be  judged  in  thy  sight. 

20  Put  them  in  fear,  O  Lord  : 

That  the  nations  may  hioiv  themselves  to  he  but  men. 
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LESSON    4. 

Psalm  XV. 

LORD,  who  shall  abide  in  thy  tabernacle  ? 
Who  shall  dwell  in  thy  holy  hill  ? 

2  He  that  walketh  uprightly,  and  worketh  righteousness, 

And  speaJceth  the  truth  in  his  heart. 

3  j  He  that  backbiteth  not  with  his  tongue, 
\  Nor  doeth  evil  to  his  neighbour, 

N'or  taheth  up  a  reproach  against  his  neighhour. 

4  In  whose  eyes  a  vile  person  is  contemned  : 

But  he  honoureth  them  that  fear  the  Lord. 
He  that  sweareth  to  his  own  hurt,  and  changeth  not. 

5  Se  that  putteth  not  out  his  money  to  usury, 
Nor  taketh  reward  against  the  innocent. 

He  that  doeth  these  things  shall  never  he  moved. 

Psalm  XVI. 

PRESERVE  me,  0  God  : 
For  in  thee  do  I  put  my  trust. 

2  0  my  soul,  thou  hast  said  unto  the  Lord,  Thou  art  my  Lord, 

My  goodness  extendeth  not  to  thee  ; 

3  But  to  the  saints  that  are  in  the  earth. 

And  to  the  excellent,  in  whom  is  all  my  delight. 

4  (  Their  sorrows  shall  be  multiplied  that  hasten  after  another  god 
(  Their  drink  offerings  of  blood  will  I  not  offer, 

N^or  take  up  their  names  into  my  lips. 

5  The  Lord  is  the  portion  of  mine  inheritance  and  of  my  cup  : 

Thou  maintainest  my  lot. 

6  The  lines  are  fallen  unto  me  in  pleasant  places ; 

Yea,  I  have  a  goodly  heritage. 

7  I  will  bless  the  Lord,  who  hath  given  me  counsel : 

My  reins  also  instruct  me  in  the  night  seasons. 

8  I  have  set  the  Lord  always  before  me  : 

Because  he  is  at  my  right  hand,  I  shall  not  be  moved. 

9  Therefore  my  heart  is  glad,  and  my  glory  rejoiceth  ; 

My  flesh  also  shall  rest  in  hope. 
10  For  thou  wilt  not  leave  my  soul  in  hell ; 

Neither  wilt  thou  suffer  thine  Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 
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11  (  Thou  wilt  show  me  the  path  of  life  : 
(  In  thy  presence  is  fulness  of  joy  ; 

At  thy  right  hand  there  are  pleasures  for  evermore. 


Psalm  XVII. 

HEAR  the  right,  0  Lord,  attend  unto  my  cry  ; 
Give  ear  unto  my  prayer,  that  goeth  not  out  of  feigned  lips. 

2  Let  my  sentence  conu^  fortli  from  thy  presence  ; 

Let  thine  eyes  behold  the  things  that  are  equal. 

3  (  Thou  hast  proved  mine  heart ;  thou  hast  visited  me  in  the  night ; 
(  Thou  hast  tried  me,  and  shalt  find  nothing  : 

I  am  purposed  that  my  mouth  shall  not  transgress. 

4  Concerning  the  works  of  men. 

By  the  ivord  of  thy  lips  I  have  Jcept  me  from  the  paths  of  the  destroyer, 

5  Hold  up  my  goings  in  thy  paths, 

That  my  footsteps  slip  not. 

6  I  have  called  upon  thee,  for  thou  wilt  hear  me,  0  God  : 

Incline  thine  ear  unto  me  and  hear  my  speech. 

7  Shew  thy  marvellous  loving  kindness,  0  thou  that  savest  by  thy  right  hand 

them  which  put  their  trust  in  thee, 
From  those  that  rise  up  against  them. 

8  Keep  me  as  the  apple  of  the  eye  ; 

Hide  me  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings, 

9  From  the  wicked  that  oppress  me. 

From  my  deadly  enemies,  who  compass  me  about. 

10  They  are  enclosed  in  their  own  fat : 

With  their  mouth  they  speak  proudly. 

11  They  have  now  compassed  us  in  our  steps  : 

They  have  set  their  eyes  bowing  down  to  the  earth  ; 

12  Like  as  a  lion  that  is  greedy  of  his  prey, 

And  as  it  were  a  young  lion  liirJcing  in  secret  places. 

13  Arise,  0  Lord,  disappoint  him,  cast  him  down  ; 

Deliver  my  soul  from  the  tvicked,  ivhich  is  thy  sword  : 

14  (  From  men  which  are  thy  hand,  0  LORD,  from  men  of  the  world, 

^  Which  have  their  portion  in  this  life,  and  whose  belly  thou  fillest  with  thy 
'  hid  treasure  : 

They  are  full  of  children,  and  leave  the  rest  of  their  substance  to  their  babes. 

15  As  for  me,  I  will  behold  thy  face  in  righteousness : 

I  shall  be  satisfied^  tvhen  I  awake,  with  thy  likeness. 
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L  E  S  S  O  X    5 . 

Psalm  XVIII.    1-35. 

I  WILL  love  thee,  0  Lokd,  my  strength. 
2    The  Lord  is  my  rocJc,  and  my  fortress,  and  my  deliverer  ; 
My  God,  my  strength,  in  whom  I  will  trust ; 
My  buckler,  and  the  horn  of  my  salvation,  and  my  high  tower, 

3  I  will  call  upon  the  Lord,  who  is  worthy  to  be  praised  : 

So  shall  I  be  saved  from  mine  enemies. 

4  The  sorrows  of  death  compassed  me. 

And  the  floods  of  ungodly  men  made  me  afraid. 

5  The  sorrows  of  hell  compassed  me  about : 

The  snares  of  death  prevented  me. 

6  In  my  distress  I  called  upon  the  Lord, 

And  cried  unto  my  God  : 
He  heard  my  voice  out  of  his  temple, 
And  my  cry  came  before  him,  even  into  Ms  ears. 

7  Then  the  earth  shook  and  trembled  ; 

i  The  foundations  also  of  the  hills  moved 
\  And  were  shaken,  because  he  was  wroth. 

8  (  There  went  up  a  smoke  out  of  his  nostrils, 
(  And  fire  out  of  his  mouth  devoured  : 

Coals  were  kindled  by  it. 

9  He  bowed  the  heavens  also,  and  came  down : 

And  darkness  was  under  his  feet. 

10  And  he  rode  upon  a  cherub,  and  did  fly  : 

Yea,  he  did  fly  upon  the  wings  of  the  wind. 

11  He  made  darkness  his  secret  place  ; 

His  pavilion  round  about  him  were  dark  waters,  and  thick  clouds  of  the  skies 

12  At  the  brightness  that  was  before  him  his  thick  clouds  passed, 

Hail  stones  and  coals  offlre. 

13  (  The  Lord  also  thundered  in  the  heavens, 
(  And  the  Highest  gave  his  voice  ; 

Hail  stones  and  coals  offlre. 

14  Yea,  he  sent  out  his  arrows,  and  scattered  them ; 

And  he  shot  out  lightnings,  and  discomflted  them. 

15  Then  the  channels  of  waters  were  seen. 

And  the  foundations  of  the  world  were  discovered, 
At  thy  rebuke,  0  Lord, 

At  the  blast  of  the  breath  of  thy  nostrils. 
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16  He  sent  from  above,  he  took  me, 

He  drew  me  out  of  many  waters. 

17  He  delivered  me  from  my  strong  enemy, 

And  from  them  tvMch  hated  me :  for  they  were  too  strong  for  me. 

18  They  prevented  me  in  the  day  of  my  calamity  : 

But  the  Lord  was  my  stay. 

19  He  brought  me  forth  also  into  a  large  place ; 

He  delivered  me,  because  he  delighted  in  me. 

20  The  Lord  rewarded  me  according  to  my  righteousness  : 

According  to  the  cleanness  of  my  hands  hath  he  recompensed  me. 

21  For  I  have  kept  the  ways  of  the  Lord, 

And  have  not  wickedly  departed  from  my  God. 

22  For  all  his  judgments  were  before  me, 

And  I  did  not  put  away  his  statutes  from  me. 

23  I  was  also  upright  before  him. 

And  I  kept  myself  from  mine  iniquity. 

24  Therefore  hath  the  Lord  recompensed  me  according  to  my  righteousness, 

According  to  the  cleanness  of  my  hands  in  his  eyesight. 

25  With  the  merciful  thou  wilt  shew  thyself  merciful  ; 

With  an  upright  man  thou  tvilt  shew  thyself  ^vp right ; 

26  With  the  pure  thou  wilt  shew  thyself  pure  ; 

And  xvith  the  froward  thou  wilt  shew  thyself  froward. 

27  For  thou  wilt  save  the  afflicted  people ; 

But  wilt  bring  down  high  looks. 

28  For  thou  wilt  light  my  candle  ; 

The  Lord  my  God  will  enlighten  my  darkness. 

29  For  by  thee  I  have  run  through  a  troop  ; 

And  by  my  God  have  I  leaped  over  a  ivall. 

30  As  for  God,  his  way  is  perfect :  the  word  of  the  Lord  is  tried  : 

He  is  a  buckler  to  all  those  that  trust  in  him. 

31  For  who  is  God  save  the  Lord  ? 

Or  who  is  a  rock  save  our  God  f 

32  It  is  God  that  girdeth  me  with  strength, 

And  maketh  my  ivay  perfect. 

33  He*  maketh  my  feet  like  hind's  feet. 

And  setteth  me  upon  my  high  places. 

34  He  teacheth  my  hands  to  war. 

So  that  a  bote  of  steel  is  broken  by  mine  arms. 

35  (  Thou  hast  also  given  me  the  shield  of  thy  salvation : 
t  And  thy  right  hand  hath  holden  me  up, 

And  thy  gentleness  hath  made  me  great. 
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LESSON     6. 
Psalm    XIX. 

THE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God  ; 
And  the  firmament  sJieweth  Ms  handywork. 

2  Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech, 

And  night  unto  night  sheweth  Jcnowledge. 

3  There  is  no  speech  nor  language, 

Where  their  voice  is  not  heard. 

4  Their  line  is  gone  out  through  all  the  earth, 

And  their  words  to  the  end  of  the  world. 

5  (  In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle  for  the  sun, 

I  Which  is  as  a  bridegroom  coming  out  of  his  chamber. 
And  rejoiceth  as  a  strong  man  to  rim  a  race. 

6  (  His  going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the  heaven, 
(  And  his  circuit  unto  the  ends  of  it : 

And  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat  thereof. 

7  The  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  converting  the  soul : 

The  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure,  making  wise  the  simple. 

8  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  rejoicing  the  heart : 

The  commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure.,  enlightening  the  eyes. 

9  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  enduring  for  ever  : 

The  judgments  of  the  Lord  are  true  and  righteous  altogether. 

10  More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea,  than  much  fine  gold  : 

Sweeter  also  than  honey,  and  the  honeycomb. 

11  Moreover  by  them  is  thy  servant  warned  :  and  in  keeping  of  them  there  is 

great  reward. 

12  Who  can  understand  his  errors  f  cleanse  thou  me  from  secret  faults. 

13  Keep  back  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous  sins ;  let  them  not  have 

dominion  over  me  : 
Then  shall  lie  upright,  and  I  shall  he  innocent  from  the  great  transgression. 

14  Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart,  be  acceptable 

in  thy  sight, 
0  Lord,  my  strength,  and  my  redeemer. 

Psalm   XX. 

THE  Lord  hear  thee  in  the  day  of  trouble  ; 
The  name  of  the  God  of  Jacob  defend  thee  ; 
2  Send  thee  help  from  the  sanctuary. 
And  strengthen  thee  out  of  Zion : 
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3  Remember  all  thy  offerings, 

And  accept  thy  burnt  sacrifice  ; 

4  Grant  thee  according  to  thine  own  heart, 

And  fulfil  all  thy  counsel. 

5  (  "VVe  will  rejoice  in  thy  salvation, 

)  And  in  tlie  name  of  our  God  we  will  set  up  our  banners  : 
The  Lord  fulfil  all  thy  petitions. 

6  Now  know  I  that  the  LORD  saveth  his  anointed ; 
(  He  will  hear  him  from  his  holy  heaven 

\  With  the  saving  strength  of  Ms  right  hand. 

7  Some  trust  in  chariots,  and  some  in  horses  : 

But  we  will  remember  the  name  of  the  Lord  our  God. 

8  They  are  brought  down  and  fallen  : 

Btit  we  are  risen,  and  stand  upright. 

9  Save,  Lord  : 

Let  the  king  hear  us  when  tve  call. 

LESSON    7. 

Psalm   XXIII. 

THE  Lord  is  my  shepherd  ; 
I  shall  not  want. 

2  He  maketh  me  to  lie  down  in  green  pastures  : 

Se  leadeth  me  beside  the  still  waters. 

3  He  restoreth  my  soul : 

Se  leadeth  me  in  the  paths  of  righteousness,  for  his  name's  sake. 

4  (  Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death, 
(  I  will  fear  no  evil :  for  thou  art  with  me  ; 

Thy  rod  and  thy  staff  they  comfort  me. 
'  5  Thou  preparest  a  table  before  me  in  the  presence  of  mine  enemies : 
Thou  anointest  my  head  with  oil ;  my  cup  runneth  over. 
6  Surely  goodness  and  mercy  shall  follow  me  all  the  days  of  my  life : 
And  I  will  divell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  for  ever. 

Psalm    XXIV. 

THE  earth  is  the  Lord's  and  the  fulness  thereof; 
The  tvorld,  and  they  that  dwell  therein. 
2  For  he  hath  founded  it  upon  the  seas, 
And  established  it  upon  the  floods. 
2 
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3  Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the  Lord  ? 

And  who  shall  stand  in  his  holy  place  f 

4  He  that  hath  clean  hands,  and  a  pure  heart ; 

(  Who  hath  hot  lifted  up  his  soul  unto  vanity, 
\  Hor  sworn  deceitfully. 

5  He  shall  receive  the  blessing  from  the  Lord, 

And  righteousness  from  the  God  of  his  salvation.. 

6  This  is  the  generation  of  them  that  seek  him, 

That  seek  thy  face,  0  Jacob. 

7  (  Lift  up  your  heads,  0  ye  gates  ; 

(  And  be  ye  lifted  up,  ye  everlasting  doors  ; 
And  the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in. 

8  Who  is  this  King  of  glory  '? 

The  Lord  strong  and  mighty,  the  Lord  mighty  in  battle. 

9  Lift  up  your  heads,  0  ye  gates  ;  even  lift  them  up,  ye  everlasting  doors^ 

And  the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in. 
10  Who  is  this  King  of  glory  ? 

The  Lord  of  hosts,  Re  is  the  King  of  glory. 


Psalm   XXVII. 

THE  Lord  is  my  light  and  my  salvation  ;  whom  shall  I  fear  f 
The  Lord  is  the  strength  of  my  life  ;  of  whom  shall  I  be  afraid  f 

2  When  the  wicked,  even  mine  enemies  and  my  foes,  came  upon  me  to  eat  up 

They  stumbled  and  fell.  [my  flesh, 

3  Though  a  host  should  encamp  against  me,  my  lieart  shall  not  fear  : 

Though  war  should  rise  against  me,  in  this  will  I  be  confident. 

4  (  One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord,  that  will  I  seek  after ; 

\  That  I  may  dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  all  the  days  of  my  life, 
To  behold  the  beauty  of  the  Lord,  and  to  inquire  in  his  temple. 

5  i  For  in  the  time  of  trouble  he  shall  hide  me  in  his  pavilion  : 
I  In  the  secret  of  his  tabernacle  shall  he  hide  me  ; 

He  shall  set  me  tip  upon  a  rocJc. 

6  i  And  now  shall  mine  head  be  lifted  up  above  mine  enemies  round  about  me . 
(  Therefore  will  I  offer  in  his  tabernacle  sacrifices  of  joy  ; 

I  will  sing.,  yea,  I  will  sing  piraises  unto  the  Lord. 

7  Hear,  0  Lord,  when  I  cry  with  my  voice  : 

Have  mercy  also  upon  me,  and  answer  me. 
S  When  thou  saidst.  Seek  ye  my  face  ; 

My  heart  said  unto  thee,  Thy  face.  Lord,  ivill  I  seeJc. 
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9  Hide  not  thy  face  far  from  me  ;  put  not  thy  servant  away  in  anger : 
(  TJtou  hast  heen  my  help  ; 
(  Leave  me  not,  neither  forsake  me,  0  God  of  my  salvation. 

10  When  my  father  and  my  mother  forsake  me, 

Then  the  Lord  tvill  taJce  me  up. 

11  Teach  me  thy  way,  O  Lord 

And  lead  me  in  a  plain  path,  because  of  mine  enemies. 

12  Deliver  me  not  over  unto  the  will  of  mine  enemies  : 

For  false  ivitnesses  are  risen  tip  against  me,  and  such  ashreathe  out  cruelty. 

13  I  had  fainted  unless  I  had  believed  to  see  the  goodness  of  the  Lord  in  the 

land  of  the  living. 
1-i       Wait  on  the  Lord  : 

Be  of  good  courage,  and  he  shall  strengthen  thine  heart : 
Wait,  I  say,  on  the  Lord. 

I^ESSOJ^    8. 
Ps.^M  XXIX. 

GIVE  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  mighty. 
Give  unto  the  Lord  glory  and  strength. 

2  Give  unto  the  Lord  the  glory  due  unto  his  name  ; 

Worship  the  Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holiness. 

3  The  voice  of  the  Lord  is  upon  the  waters  : 

The  God  of  glory  thundereth  :  the  Lord  is  upon  many  ivaters. 

4  The  voice  of  the  Lord  is  powerful ; 

The  voice  of  the  Lord  is  full  of  majesty. 

5  The  voice  of  the  Lord  breaketh  the  cedars : 

Yea,  the  Lord  hrealceth  the  cedars  of  Lebanon. 

6  He  maketh  them  also  to  skip  like  a  calf; 

Lebanon  and  Sirion  liJce  a  young  unicorn. 

7  (  The  voice  of  the  Lord  dividetb  the  flames  of  fire. 

8  I  The  voice  of  the  Lord  shaketh  the  wilderness ; 

The  Lord  shaJceth  the  ivilderness  of  Kadesh. 

9  (  The  voice  of  the  Lord  maketh  the  hinds  to  calve, 
(  And  discovereth  the  forests  : 

And  in  his  temple  doth  every  one  speak  of  his  glory.

19  Then  shalt  thou  be  pleased  with  the  sacrifices  of  righteousness,  with  burut

From  the  windy  storm  and  tempest. 

9  Destroy,  O  Lord,  and  divide  their  tongues  : 

For  I  have  seen  violence  and  strife  in  the  city. 

10  Day  and  night  they  go  about  it  upon  the  walls  thereof: 

Mischief,  also,  and  sorrow  are  in  the  midst  of  it. 

11  Wickedness  is  in  the  midst  thereof : 

Deceit  and  guile  depart  not  from  her  streets. 

12  For  it  was  not  an  enemy  that  reproached  me  ;  then  could  I  have  borne  it : 

(  Neither  was  it  he  that  hated  me  that  did  magnify  himself  against  me  / 
(  Then  I  would  have  hid  myself  from  him  : 
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13  But  it  was  thou,  a  man  mine  equal,  my  guide,  and  mine  acquaintance. 

14  (  We  took  sweet  counsel  together, 

\  And  walked  unto  the  house  of  God  in  company. 

15  Let  death  seize  upon  them,  and  let  them  go  down  quick  into  hell : 

For  wickedness  is  in  their  dwellings,  and  among  them. 

16  As  for  me,  I  will  call  upon  God ; 

And  the  Lord  shall  save  me. 

17  Evening,  and  morning,  and  at  noon,  will  I  pray,  and  cry  aloud : 

And  he  shall  hear  my  voice. 

18  He  hath  delivered  my  soul  in  peace  from  the  l)attle  that  was  against  me : 

For  there  were  many  with  me. 

19  God  shall  hear,  and  afflict  them, 

Fven  he  that  ahideth  of  old. 
Because  they  have  no  changes, 
Therefore  they  fear  not  God. 

20  He  hath  put  forth  his  hands  against  such  as  be  at  peace  with  him  : 

He  hath  broken  his  covenant. 

21  The  words  of  his  mouth  were  smoother  than  butter,  but  war  was  in  his  heart: 

His  words  were  softer  than  oil,  yet  were  they  drawn  swords. 

22  Cast  thy  burden  upon  the  Lord,  and  he  shall  sustain  thee  : 

He  shall  never  suffer  the  righteous  to  he  moved. 

23  But  thou,  0  God,  shalt  bring  them  down  into  the  pit  of  destruction : 

Bloody  and  deceitful  men  shall  not  live  out  half  their  days  ;

■  8  Trust  in  him  at  all  times ;  ye  people,  pour  out  your  heart  before  him : 
God  is  a  refuge  for  us. 

9  Surely  men  of  low  degree  are  vanity,  and  men  of  high  degree  are  a  lie : 

To  he  laid  in  the  halance,  they  are  altogether  lighter  than  vanity, 

10  Trust  not  in  oppression,  and  become  not  vain  in  robbery : 

If  riches  increase,  set  not  your  heart  upon  them. 

11  God  hath  spoken  once ;  twice  have  I  heard  this ; 

That  power  helongeth  unto  God. 

12  Also  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  belongeth  mercy  : 

For  thou  renderest  to  every  man  according  to  his  work.

10  The  righteous  shall  be  glad  in  the  Lord,  and  shall  trust  in  him  j 
And  all  the  upright  in  heart  shall  glory.

(  He  bringeth  out  those  which  are  bound  with  chains : 
But  the  rebellious  divell  in  a  dry  land. 

7  0  God.  when  thou  wentest  forth  before  thy  people. 

When  thou  didst  march  through  the  wilderness  ; 

8  The  earth  shook,  the  heavens  also  dropped  at  the  presence  of  God ; 

Uven  Sinai  itself  was  moved  at  the  presence  of  God,  the  God  of  Israel. 
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9  Thou,  0  God,  didst  send  a  plentiful  rain. 

Whereby  thou  didst  confirm  thine  inheritance,  when  it  was  weary. 

10  Thy  congregation  hath  dwelt  therein  : 

Thou,  0  God,  hast  prepared  of  thy  goodness  for  the  poor. 

11  The  Lord  gave  the  word  : 

Great  was  the  company  of  those  that  published  it. 

12  Kings  of  armies  did  flee  apace  : 

And  she  that  tarried  at  home  divided  the  spoil. 

13  (  Though  ye  have  lain  among  the  pots, 

(  Yet  shall  ye  be  as  the  wings  of  a  dove  covered  with  silver, 
And  her  feathers  with  yellow  gold. 

14  When  the  Almighty  scattered  kings  in  it, 

It  was  white  as  snow  in  Salmon. 

15  The  hill  of  God  is  as  the  hill  of  Bashan ; 

A  high  hill,  as  the  hill  of  Bashan. 

16  Why  leap  ye,  ye  high  hills?  this  is  the  hill  which  God  desireth  to  dwell  inj 

Tea,  the  Lord  will  dwell  in  it  for  ever. 

17  The  chariots  of  God  are  twenty  thousand,  even  thousands  of  angels : 

The  Lord  is  among  them,  as  in  Sinai,  in  the  holy  place. 

18  (  Thou  hast  ascended  on  high,  thou  hast  led  captivity  captive  : 
I  Thou  hast  received  gifts  for  men ; 

Yea,  for  the  rebellious  also,  that  the  Lord  God  might  dwell  among  them. 

19  Blessed  be  the  Lord,  who  daily  loadeth  us  with  benefits, 

Uven  the  God  of  our  salvation. 

20  He  that  is  our  God  is  the  God  of  Salvation  ; 

And  unto  God  the  Lord  belong  the  issues  from  death. 

21  But  God  shall  wound  the  head  of  his  enemies,

Even  the  Lord,  from  the  fountain  of  Israel. 

27  (  There  is  little  Benjamin  with  their  ruler, 
(  The  princes  of  Judah  and  their  council. 

The  princes  of  Zebulun,  and  the  princes  of  Naphtali. 
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28  Thy  God  hath  commanded  thy  strength  : 

Strengthen,  0  God,  that  which  thou  hast  tvroufjht  for  us. 

29  Because  of  thy  temple  at  Jerusalem 

Shall  Icings  bring  presents  unto  thee. 

30  (  Rebuke  the  company  of  speanneu,  the  multitude  of  the  bulls,  with  the 
%  calves  of  the  people, 

^  Till  every  one  submit  himself  with  pieces  of  silver : 
Scatter  thou  the  people  that  delight  i?i  war. 

31  Princes  shall  come  out  of  Egypt ; 

Ethiopia  shall  soon  stretch  out  her  hands  unto  God. 

32  Sing  unto  God,  ye  kingdoms  of  the  earth  ; 

Oh  sing  praises  unto  the  Lord  ; 

33  To  him  that  rideth  upon  the  heavens  of  heavens,  which  were  of  old ; 

Lo,  he  doth  send  out  his  voice,  and  that  a  mighty  voice. 

34  Ascril)e  ye  strength  unto  God  : 

His  excellency  is  over  Israel,  and  his  strength  is  in  the  clouds. 

35  0  God,  thou  art  terrible  out  of  thy  holy  places :

15  And  he  shall  live,  and  to  him  shall  be  given  of  the  gold  of  Sheba. 

Prayer  also  shall  he  made  for  him  continually  ;  and  daily  shall  he  he 
praised. 

16  (  There  shall  be  a  handful  of  corn  in  the  earth  upon  the  top  of  the  mountains; 
i  The  fruit  thereof  shall  shake  like  Lebanon  :

8  Thou  didst  cause  judgment  to  he  heard  from  heaven  ; 

The  earth  feared,  and  ivas  still, 

9  When  God  arose  to  judgment, 

To  save  all  the  meeic  of  the  earth. 

10  Surely  the  wrath  of  man  shall  praise  thee  : 

The  remainder  of  ivratli  shall  thou  restrain. 

11  Vow,  and  pay  unto  the  Lord  your  God  : 

Let  all  that  be  round  about  him  bring  presents  unto  him  that  ought  to  be 
feared. 

12  He  shall  cut  off  the  spirit  of  princes  : 

He  is  terrible  to  the  hings  of  the  earth. 
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Psalm    LXXX. 

GIVE  ear,  0  Shepherd  of  Israel,  thou  that  leadeth  Joseph  like  a  flock  j 
Thou  that  dwellest  between  the  cherubim,  shine  forth. 

2  Before  Ephraim  and  Benjamin  and  Manasseh  stir  up  thy  strength, 

And  come  and  save  us. 

3  Turn  us  again,  0  God, 

And  cause  thy  face  to  shine  ;  and  we  shall  be  saved. 

4  0  Lord  God  of  hosts, 

Hotv  long  tvilt  thou  be  angry  against  the  prayer  of  thy  people  f 

5  Thou  feedest  them  with  the  bread  of  tears  ; 

And  givest  them  tears  to  drinh  in  great  measure. 

6  Thou  makest  us  a  strife  unto  our  neighbors  : 

And  our  enemies  laugh  among  themselves. 

7  Turn  us  again,  0  God  of  hosts, 

And  cause  thy  face  to  shine  ;  and  we  shall  be  saved. 

8  Thou  hast  brought  a  vine  out  of  Egypt : 

Thou  hast  cast  out  the  heathen  and  planted  it. 

9  Thou  preparedst  room  before  it. 

And  didst  cause  it  to  fal-e  deep  root,  and  it  filled  the  land, 

10  The  hills  were  covered  with  the  shadow  of  it. 

And  the  boughs  thereof  ivere  like  the  goodly  cedars. 

11  She  sent  out  her  boughs  unto  the  sea, 

And  her  branches  unto  the  river. 
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12  Why  hast  thou  then  broken  down  her  hedges, 

80  that  all  they  ivhich  pass  hy  the  ivay  do  pluck  her  ? 

13  The  boar  out  of  the  wood  doth  waste  it, 

And  the  wild  heasf  of  the  field  doth  devour  it. 

14  Return,  we  beseech  thee,  0  God  of  hosts  : 

Look  down  from  heaven,  and  behold,  and  visit  this  vine : 

15  And  the  vineyard  which  thy  right  hand  hath  planted. 

And  the  branch  that  thou  madest  strong  for  thyself. 

16  It  is  burned  with  fire,  it  is  cut  down : 

They  perish  at  the  rehuhe  of  thy  countenance. 

17  Let  thy  hand  be  upon  the  man  of  thy  right  hand. 

Upon  the  son  of  man  whom  thou  madest  strong  for  thyself. 

18  So  will  not  we  go  back  from  thee  : 

Quicken  us,  and  ive  will  call  upon  thy  name. 

19  Turn  us  again,  0  Lord  God  of  hosts. 

Cause  thy  face  to  shine  ;  and  ive  shall  be  saved. 

Psalm  LXXXI. 

SING  aloud  unto  God  our  strength  ; 
Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  God  of  Jacob. 

2  Take  a  psalm,  and  bring  hither  the  timbrel. 

The  pleasant  harp  with  the  psaltery. 

3  Blow  up  the  trumpet  in  the  new  moon. 

In  the  time  appointed,  on  our  solemn  feast  day. 

4  For  this  was  a  statute  for  Israel, 

And  a  law  of  the  God  of  Jacob. 

5  i  This  he  ordained  in  Joseph  for  a  testimony, 

(  When  he  went  out  through  the  land  of  Egypt : 
Where  I  heard  a  language  that  I  understood  not. 

6  I  removed  his  shoulder  from  the  burden  : 

His  hands  were  delivered  from  the  pots. 

7  Thou  calledst  in  trouble,  and  I  delivered  thee ; 

( I  answered  thee  in  the  secret  place  of  thunder : 
1 1  proved  thee  at  the  waters  of  Meribah. 

8  Hear,  0  my  people,  and  I  will  testify  unto  thee  : 

0  Israel,  if  thou  wilt  hearken  unto  7ne  ; 

9  There  shall  no  strange  God  be  in  thee  : 

N^either  shall  thou  worship  any  strange  God. 
10  I  am  the  Loed  thy  God,  which  brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt : 
Open  thy  mouth  wide,  and  I  will  fill  it. 
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11  But  my  people  would  not  hearken  to  my  voice ; 

And  Israel  would  none  of  me. 

12  So  I  gave  them  up  unto  their  own  hearts'  lust : 

And  they  ivalked  in  their  own  counsels. 

13  Oh  that  my  people  had  hearkened  unto  me, 

And  Israel  had  tvalked  in  my  ways ! 

14  I  should  soon  have  subdued  their  enemies, 

And  turned  my  hand  against  their  adversaries. 

15  The  haters  of  the  Lord  should  have  submitted  themselves  unto  him  : 

But  their  time  should  have  endured  for  ever. 

16  He  should  have  fed  them  also  with  the  finest  of  the  wheat : 

And  with  honey  out  of  the  rock  should  I  have  satisfied  thee. 
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Psalm    LXXXIV. 

HOW  amiable  are  thy  tabernacles, 
0  Lord  of  hosts ! 

2  My  soul  longeth,  yea,  even  fainteth  for  the  courts  of  the  Lord  : 

My  heart  and  my  flesh  crieth  out  for  the  living  God. 

3  Yea,  the  sparrow  hath  found  a  house, 

And  the  swalloiv  a  nest  for  herself,  where  she  may  lay  her  young, 
Even  thine  altars,  0  Lord  of  hosts, 
My  King  and  my  God. 

4  Blessed  are  they  that  dwell  in  thy  house  : 

They  tvill  ie  still  praising  thee. 

5  Blessed  is  the  man  whose  strength  is  in  thee ; 

In  whose  heart  are  the  ivays  of  them, 

6  Who  passing  through  the  valley  of  Baca  make  it  a  well : 

The  rain  also  filleth  the  pools. 

7  They  go  from  strength  to  strength, 

Uvery  one  of  them  in  Zion  appeareth  lefore  God. 

8  0  Lord  God  of  hosts,  hear  my  prayer : 

Give  ear,  0  God  of  Jacob. 

9  Behold,  O  God  our  shield, 

And  look  upon  the  face  of  thine  anointed. 
10  For  a  day  in  thy  courts  is  better  than  a  thousand. 

( I  had  rather  de  a  doorkeeper  in  the  house  of  my  God^ 
\  Than  to  dwell  in  the  tents  of  wickedness. 
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11  For  the  Lord  God  is  a  sun  and  shield:  the  Lord  will  give  grace  and  glory: 

jyb  good  thing  will  he  withhold  from  them  that  walk  uprightly. 

12  0  Lord  of  hosts, 

Blessed  is  the  man  that  trusteth  m  thee. 


Psalm  LXXXV. 

LORD,  thou  hast  been  favourable  unto  thy  land : 
Thou  hast  brought  back  the  captivity  of  Jacob. 

2  Thou  liast  forgiven  the  iniquity  of  thy  people  ; 

Thou  hast  covered  all  their  sin. 

3  Thou  hast  taken  away  all  thy  wrath  : 

Thou  hast  turned  thyself  from  the  fierceness  of  thine  anger. 

4  Turn  us,  0  God  of  our  salvation, 

And  cause  thine  anger  totvard  us  to  cease. 

5  Wilt  thou  be  angry  with  us  for  ever  1 

Wilt  thou  draw  out  thine  anger  to  all  generations  f 

6  Wilt  thou  not  revive  us  again  : 

That  thy  people  may  rejoice  in  thee  f 

7  Shew  us  thy  mercy,  0  Lord, 

And  grant  us  thy  salvation. 

8  i  I  will  hear  what  God  the  Lord  will  speak  : 

(  For  he  will  speak  peace  unto  his  people,  and  to  his  saints  : 
But  let  them  not  turn  again  to  folly. 

9  Surely  his  salvation  is  nigh  them  that  fear  him ; 

TJiat  glory  may  divell  in  our  land. 

10  Mercy  and  truth  are  met  together ; 

Bighteousness  and  peace  have  kissed  each  other. 

11  Truth  shall  spring  out  of  the  earth ; 

And  righteousness  shall  look  down  from  heaven. 

12  Yea,  the  Lord  shall  give  that  which  is  good ; 

And  our  land  shall  yield  her  increase. 

13  Righteousness  shall  go  before  him ; 

And  shall  set  us  in  the  way  of  his  steps.

3  Be  merciful  unto  uie,  0  Lord  : 

For  I  cry  unto  thee  daily. 

4  Rejoice  the  soul  of  thy  servant : 

For  unto  thee,  0  Lord,  do  I  lift  up  my  soul. 

5  For  thou,  Lord,  art  good,  and  ready  to  forgive ;

3  Glorious  things  are  spoken  of  thee, 

0  city  of  God. 

4  I  will  make  mention  of  Rahab  and  Babylon  to  them  that  know  me  : 

Behold  Philistia,  and  Tyre,  with  Ethiopia;  this  man  was  torn  there, 

5  And  of  Zion  it  shall  be  said,  This  and  that  man  was  born  in  her  : 

And  the  Highest  himself  shall  establish  her. 

6  The  Lord  shall  count,  when  he  writeth  up  the  people, 

That  this  man  was  born  there. 

7  As  well  the  singers  as  the  players  on  instruments  shall  be  there  : 

All  my  springs  are  in  thee.

7  God  is  greatly  to  be  feared  in  the  assembly  of  the  saints, 

And  to  be  had  in  reverence  of  all  them  that  are  about  him. 

8  O  Lord  God  of  hosts,  who  is  a  strong  Lord  like  unto  thee  ? 

Or  to  thy  faithfulness  round  about  thee  f 

9  Thou  rulest  the  raging  of  the  sea  : 

When  the  waves  thereof  arise,  thou  stillest  them. 
10  Thou  hast  broken  Rahab  in  pieces,  as  one  that  is  slain  ; 
Thou  hast  scattered  thine  enemies  with  thy  strong  arm.

As  for  the  world  and  the  fulness  thereof,  thou  hast  founded  them. 

12  The  north  and  the  sonth,  thou  hast  created  them  :

13  Thou  hast  a  mighty  arm  : 

Strong  is  thy  hand  and  high  is  thy  right  hand. 

14  Justice  and  judgment  are  the  habitation  of  thy  throne  : 

Mercy  and  truth  shall  go  before  thy  face. 

15  Blessed  is  the  people  that  know  the  joyful  sound  : 

They  shall  ivalJc,  0  Lord,  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance. 

16  In  thy  name  shall  they  rejoice  all  the  day  : 

And  in  thy  righteousness  shall  they  he  exalted. 

17  For  thou  art  the  glory  of  their  strength  :  • 

And  in  thy  favour  our  horn  shall  he  exalted. 

18  For  the  Lord  is  our  defence  ; 

And  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  is  our  Jcing. 

19  i  Then  thou  spakest  in  vision  to  thy  holy  one,  and  saidst, 
(  I  have  laid  help  upon  one  that  is  mighty  ; 

I  have  exalted  one  chosen  out  of  the  people. 

20  I  have  found  David  my  servant ; 

With  my  holy  oil  have  I  anointed  him  : 

21  With  whom  my  hand  shall  be  established  : 

Mine  arm  also  shall  strengthen  him. 

22  The  enemy  shall  not  exact  upon  him : 

Wor  the  son  of  wicJcedness  afflict  him. 

23  And  I  will  beat  down  his  foes  before  his  face, 

And  plague  them  that  hate  Mm. 

24  But  my  faithfulness  and  my  mercy  shall  be  with  him  ; 

And  in  my  name  shall  his  horn  he  exalted. 

25  I  will  set  his  hand  also  in  the  sea. 

And  his  right  hand  in  the  rivers. 

26  He  shall  cry  unto  me,  Thou  art  my  father, 

My  God,  and  the  rocJc  of  my  salvation.

LORD,  thou  hast  been  our  dwelling-place, 
In  all  generations. 

2  I  Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth, 

i  Or  ever  thou  hadst  formed  the  earth  and  the  world, 
Even  from  everlasting  to  everlasting,  thou  art  God. 

3  Thou  turnest  man  to  destruction  ; 

And  sayest,  Return,  ye  children  of  men. 

4  For  a  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but  as  yesterday  when  it  is  past^ 

And  as  a  watch  in  the  night. 

5  Thou  carriest  them  away  as  with  a  flood  ;  they  are  as  a  sleep  : 

In  the  morning  they  are  like  grass  which  groiveth  up  ; 

6  In  the  morning  it  flourisheth,  and  groweth  up  ; 

In  the  evening  it  is  cut  down,  and  withereth. 

7  For  we  are  consumed  by  thine  anger, 

And  by  thy  wrath  we  are  troubled. 

8  Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities  before  thee. 

Our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance, 

9  For  all  our  days  are  passed  away  in  thy  wrath : 

We  spend  our  years  as  a  tale  that  is  told. 

10  The  days  of  our  years  are  threescore  years  and  ten : 

And  if  by  reason  of  strength  they  be  fourscore  years, 
Yet  is  their  strength  labour  and  sorrow  ; 
For  it  is  soon  cut  off,  and  we  fly  away. 

11  Who  knoweth  the  power  of  thine  anger  ? 

Uven  according  to  thy  fear,  so  is  thy  wrath. 

12  So  teach  us  to  number  our  days, 

That  ive  may  apply  our  hearts  unto  tvisdom. 
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13  Return,  O  Lord,  how  long  ? 

And  let  if  repent  thee  concerning  thy  servants. 

14  0  satisfy  iis  early  with  thy  mercy  : 

That  we  may  rejoice  and  he  glad  all  our  days. 

15  Make  us  glad  according  to  the  days  wherein  tiiou  hast  afflicted  us, 

And  the  years  wherein  we  have  seen  evil. 

16  Let  thy  work  appear  unto  thy  servants, 

And  thy  glory  unto  their  children. 

17  And  let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon  us : 

And  establish  thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us  ; 
Yea,  the  work  of  our  hands  establish  thotj  it. 


Psalm  XCI. 

HE  that  dwelleth  in  the  secret  place  of  the  Most  High 
Shall  abide  under  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty. 

2  I  will  say  of  the  Lord,  He  is  my  refuge  and  my  fortress : 

My  God  ;  in  him  will  I  trust. 

3  Surely  he  shall  deliver  thee  from  the  snare  of  the  fowler, 

And  from  the  noisome  pestilence. 

4  He  shall  cover  thee  with  his  feathers,  and  under  his  wmgs  shalt  thou  trust: 

His  truth  shall  he  thy  shield  and  hucJcler. 

5  Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  for  the  terror  by  night ; 

Wor  for  the  arroiv  that  flieth  by  day; 

6  Nor  for  the  pestilence  that  walketh  in  darkness: 

N'or  for  the  destruction  that  wasteth  at  noonday. 

7  A  thousand  shall  fall  at  thy  side,  and  ten  thousand  at  thy  right  hand ; 

But  it  shall  not  come  nigh  thee. 

8  Only  with  thine  eyes  shalt  thou  behold, 

And  see  the  reward  of  the  wicked. 

9  Because  thou  hast  made  the  Lord,  which  is  my  refuge, 

Even  the  Most  High,  thy  habitation  y 

10  There  shall  no  evil  befall  thee, 

Neither  shall  any  plague  come  nigh  thy  dwelling. 

11  For  he  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over  thee, 

To  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ivays. 

12  They  shall  bear  thee  up  in  their  hands. 

Lest  thou  dash  thy  foot  against  a  stone. 

13  Thou  shalt  tread  upon  the  lion  and  adder : 

The  young  lion,  and  the  dragon,  shalt  thou  trample  under  feet 
4 
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14  Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  me,  therefore  will  I  deliver  him : 

I  will  set  Mm  on  high,  because  he  hath  known  my  name. 

15  He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I  will  answer  him :  I  will  be  with  him  in  trouble 

I  tvill  deliver  him  and  honour  him. 

16  With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him, 

And  shew  him  my  salvation. 

LESSON    26. 
Psalm  XCV. 

OH  come,  let  us  sing  unto  the  Lord  : 
Let  us  maJce  a  joyful  noise  to  the  Rock  of  our  Salvation. 

2  Let  us  come  before  his  presence  with  thanksgiving, 

And  make  a  joyful  noise  unto  him  with  psalms. 

3  For  the  Lord  is  a  great  God, 

And  a  great  King  above  all  gods. 

4  In  his  hand  are  the  deep  places  of  the  earth : 

The  strength  of  the  hills  is  his  also, 

5  The  sea  is  his,  and  he  made  it : 

And  his  hands  formed  the  dry  land. 

6  Oh  come  let  us  worship  and  bow  down : 

Let  us  kneel  before  the  Lord  our  maker. 

7  For  he  is  our  God ; 

And  we  are  the  people  of  his  pasture,  and  the  sheep  of  his  hand. 

8  (  To  day  if  ye  will  hear  his  voice, 

(  Harden  not  your  heart,  as  in  the  provocation. 

And  as  in  the  day  of  temptation  in  the  wilderness  : 

9  "When  your  fathers  tempted  me. 

Proved  me,  and  saw  my  ivork. 

10  (  Forty  years  long  was  I  grieved  with  this  generation, 
)  And  said,  It  is  a  people  that  do  eiT  in  their  heart, 

And  they  have  not  known  my  ways : 

11  Unto  whom  I  sware  in  my  wrath 

That  they  should  not  enter  into  my  rest. 

Psalm  XCVI. 

OH  sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song : 
Sing  unto  the  Lord,  all  the  earth, 
2  Sing  unto  the  Lord,  bless  his  name ; 

Shew  forth  his  salvation  from  day  to  day. 
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3  Declare  his  glory  among  the  heathen, 

His  wonders  among  all  people. 

4  For  the  Lord  is  great,  and  greatly  to  be  praised : 

He  is  to  he  feared  above  all  gods. 

5  For  all  the  gods  of  the  nations  are  idols : 

But  the  Lord  made  the  heavens. 

6  Honour  and  majesty  are  before  him  : 

Strength  and  beauty  are  in  his  sanctuary. 

7  Give  imto  the  Lord,  0  ye  kindreds  of  the  people, 

Give  unto  the  Lord  glory  and  strength. 

8  Give  unto  the  Lord  the  glory  due  unto  his  name : 

Bring  an  offering,  and  come  into  his  courts. 

9  Oh  worship  the  Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holiness : 

Fear  before  him,  all  the  earth. 

10  (  Say  among  the  heathen  that  the  LoRD  reigneth  :

That  it  should  not  he  removed  for  ever. 

6  Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep  as  with  a  garment : 

The  tvaters  stood  above  the  mountains. 

7  At  thy  rebuke  they  fled  ; 

At  the  voice  of  thy  thunder  they  hasted  away. 

8  They  go  up  by  the  mountains  ;  they  go  down  by  the  valleys, 

Unto  the  place  tvhich  thou  hast  founded  for  them. 

9  Thou  hast  set  a  bound  that  they  may  not  pass  over  ; 

That  they  turn  not  again  to  cover  the  earth. 

10  He  sendeth  the  springs  into  the  valleys, 

Which  run  among  the  hills. 

11  They  give  drink  to  every  beast  of  the  field : 

The  wild  asses  quench  their  thirst. 

12  By  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  have  their  habitation, 

Which  sing  among  the  branches. 

13  He  watereth  the  hills  from  his  chambers  : 

The  earth  is  satisfied  with  the  fruit  of  thy  tvorJcs.

And  seek  their  meat  from  God. 

22  The  sun  ariseth,  they  gather  themselves  together, 

And  lay  them  down  in  their  dens. 

23  Man  goeth  forth  unto  his  work 

And  to  his  labour  until  the  evening. 

24  O  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy  works  !    in  wisdom  hast  thou  made  them  all ; 

The  earth  is  full  of  thy  riches. 

25  So  is  this  great  and  wide  sea,  wherein  are  things  creeping  innumerable,

And  Ms  oath  unto  Isaac  ; 

10  And  confirmed  the  same  unto  Jacob  for  a  law, 

And  to  Israel  for  an  everlasting  covenant: 

11  Saying,  Unto  thee  will  I  give  the  land  of  Canaan, 

The  lot  of  your  inheritance  : 

12  When  they  were  but  a  few  men  in  number ; 

Yea,  very  few,  and  strangers  in  it. 

13  When  they  went  from  one  nation  to  another, 

From  one  kingdom  to  another  people  ; 

14  He  suffered  no  man  to  do  them  wrong : 

Yea,  he  reproved  kings  for  their  sakes  ^ 

15  Saying,  Touch  not  mine  anointed. 

And  do  my  prophets  no  harm. 

16  Moreover  he  called  for  a  famine  upon  the  land: 

He  brake  the  ivhole  staff  of  bread. 

17  He  sent  a  man  before  them, 

Even  Joseph,  who  was  sold  for  a  servant : 

18  Whose  feet  they  hurt  with  fetters : 

He  was  laid  in  iron  : 
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19  Until  the  time  that  his  word  came  : 

The  word  of  the  Lord  tried  him. 

20  The  king  sent  and  loosed  him  : 

Even  the  ruler  of  the  people,  and  let  him  go  free. 
31  He  made  him  lord  of  his  house, 
And  ruler  of  all  his  substance  : 

22  To  bind  his  princes  at  his  pleasure ; 

And  teach  Ms  senators  wisdom. 

23  Israel  also  came  into  Egypt ; 

And  Jacob  sojourned  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

24  And  he  increased  his  people  greatly ; 

And  made  them  stronger  than  their  enemies. 

25  He  turned  their  heart  to  hate  his  people, 

To  deal  stibtilely  with  his  servants. 

26  He  sent  Moses,  his  servant ; 

And  Aaron  whom  he  had  chosen. 

27  They  shewed  his  signs  among  them. 

And  wonders  in  the  land  of  Sam. 

28  He  sent  darliness,  and  made  it  dark; 

And  they  rebelled  not  against  his  word. 

29  He  turned  their  waters  into  blood, 

And  slew  their  fish. 

30  Their  land  brought  forth  frogs  in  abundance. 

In  the  chambers  of  their  Mngs. 

31  He  spake,  and  there  came  divers  sorts  of  flies, 

And  lice  in  all  their  coasts. 

32  He  gave  them  hail  for  rain, 

And  flaming  fire  in  their  land. 

33  He  smote  their  vines  also,  and  their  fig  trees  j 

And  brake  the  trees  of  their  coasts. 
•  34  He  spake,  and  the  locusts  came, 

And  caterpillars,  and  that  without  number, 

35  And  did  eat  up  all  the  herbs  in  their  land. 

And  devoured  the  fruit  of  their  ground. 

36  He  smote  also  all  the  firstborn  in  their  land, 

The  chief  of  all  their  strength. 

37  He  brought  them  forth  also  with  silver  and  gold : 

And  there  was  not  one  feeble  person  among  their  tribes. 

38  Egypt  was  glad  when  they  departed : 

For  the  fear  of  them  fell  upon  them. 

39  He  spread  a  cloud  for  a  covering ; 

And  fire  to  give  light  in  the  night. 
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40  The  people  asked,  and  he  brought  quails, 

And  satisfied  them  ivith  the  bread  of  heaven. 

41  He  opened  the  rock,  and  the  waters  gushed  out; 

They  ran  in  the  dry  places  Mice  a  river. 

42  For  he  remembered  his  holy  promise, 

And  Abraham,  his  servant. 

43  And  he  brought  forth  his  people  with  joy, 

And  his  chosen  with  gladness  : 

44  And  gave  them  the  lands  of  the  heathen : 

Atid  they  inherited  the  labour  of  the  people  ; 

45  That  they  might  observe  his  statutes, 

And  keep  his  laivs. 
Praise  ye  the  Lord.

10  Such  as  sit  in  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death. 

Being  bound  in  affliction  and  iron  ; 

11  Because  they  rebelled  against  the  words  of  God, 

And  contemned  the  counsel  of  the  Most  High : 
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12  Therefore  he  brought  dowu  their  heart  with  labour-,

16  For  he  hath  broken  the  gates  of  brass. 

And  cut  the  bars  of  iron  in  sunder.

.  And  because  of  their  iniquities,  are  afflicted. 

18  Their  soul  abhorreth  all  manner  of  meat ; 

And  they  draw  near  unto  the  gates  of  death.

15  Whereas  thou  hast  been  forsaken  and  hated, 

So  that  no  man  went  through  thee,

16  Thou  shalt  also  suck  the  milk  of  the  Gentiles, 

And  shalt  suck  the  breast  of  kings  : 
And  thou  shalt  know  that  I  the  Lord  am  thy  Saviour, 
And  thy  Redeemer,  the  Mighty  One  of  Jacob. 

17  For  brass  I  will  bring  gold,  and  for  iron  I  will  bring  silver, 

And  for  wood  brass,  and  for  stones  iron  ; 
I  will  also  make  thy  officers  peace. 
And  thine  exactors  righteousness. 

18  Violence  shall  no  more  be  heard  in  thy  land. 

Wasting  nor  destruction  within  thy  borders  ; 
But  thou  shalt  call  thy  walls  Salvation, 
And  thy  gates  Praise. 

19  The  sun  shall  be  no  more  thy  light  by  day , 

Neither  for  brightness  shall  the  moon  give  light  unto  thee :

20  Thy  sun  shall  no  more  go  down ; 

Neither  shall  thy  m,oon  withdraw  itself;
